Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 1-9, 11-18 and 21-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Chiles et al ('397). 
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The present invention as broadly recited in the independent claims are 
considered to be met by Chiles et al ('397) who disclose (see Figure 2), inter alia, a 
radar altimeter which randomly phase modulates (35) via a noise signal source (41 ) and 
includes an oscillator (33). Also Chiles et al ('397) show a high pass filter (59). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 10 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chiles et al ('397) in view of Rauch ('206). 

The claims are considered to be substantially met by Chiles et al ('397) as stated 
in the previous paragraph. However it appears that Chiles et al ('397) is silent as to the 
recitation of removing DC signal component. 

Rauch ('206) is applied to specifically show DC signal component removal via a 
loop filter 33 (see column 7, lines 33-60). It is also stated that a low pass filter 59 is 
used to pass only the DC signal component. 

Thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the system of Chiles et al ('397) to include the DC signal 
removal as taught and as motivated by Rauch ('206) in order to improve the radar

altimeter by providing the drive signal for a VCO and thus improve the tracking 
capability of the overall system.
